Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1948. 

Throughout  the  year  the  state  of  the  public  health  was  highly  satisfactory,  and 
the  vital  statistics  reveal  that  several  new  records  were  created. 

The  most  important  event  during  the  year  was  the  coming  into  operation  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  on  July  5th.  With  respect  to  the  Public  Health  Service, 
the  new  Act  must  be  regarded  as  revolutionary  and  not  as  an  evolutionary  develop- 
ment from  the  previously  existing  organisation.  Nevertheless,  it  should  be 
viewed  with  an  open  mind  for  though  public  health  progress  has  generally  been 
from  the  periphery  to  the  centre,  the  origin  of  most  new  work  having  been  in  the 
great  towns,  it  is  possible  to  conceive  an  action  in  reverse. 

Therefore,  although  medical  officers  of  health  have  had  no  part  in  bringing 
about  the  new  order  of  things  and  are  not  to  be  blamed  or  praised  for  its  failure  or 
success,  they  must  watch  developments  with  interest  and  rejoice  in  any  advance  in 
the  public  health  however  achieved. 

A word  of  warning,  however,  is  called  for  with  regard  to  two  potential  dangers 
under  the  new  Act.  The  first  is  the  costly  scheme  of  administration,  and  the  second 
the  enrolment  of  almost  the  entire  medical  profession  as  possible  beneficiaries  under 
the  Act.  The  former  may  necessitate  savings  in  other  directions,  not  necessarily 
desirable  directions,  while  the  latter  may  deprive  the  country  of  all  informed 
criticism  of  the  new  Service,  without  which  it  must  become  mediocre  and  un- 
inspired. 

We  are  convinced  that  the  Hospital  Service  will  provide  the  touchstone  where- 
by the  worth  of  the  new  Health  Service  can  be  tested.  Let  the  hospital  provision 
be  adequate,  and  of  excellent  quality,  and  all  will  be  well  because  in  the  last  resort 
all  medical  activity  is  centred  on  and  takes  its  standard  from  the  hospital. 

It  must  be  confessed  that  we  are  not  enamoured  with  the  Scheme  of  hospital 
administration  envisaged,  which  seems  expensive,  stereotyped  and  rigid  as  well  as 
too  far  removed  from  popular  control.  We  should  like  to  have  seen  the  hospitals 
administered  by  the  Local  Authorities  possibly  as  agents  of  the  Ministry.  Certainly 
in  the  case  of  Morriston  Hospital  such  an  arrangement  was  productive  of  very 
happy  results. 

This,  however,  is  merely  the  opinion  of  a medical  officer  of  health  who  possibly 
may  be  prejudiced  by  long  association  with  local  government. 

The  Act,  while  removing  from  Local  Authorities  responsibility  for  hospital 
provision  and  treatment  as  well  as  for  certain  forms  of  School  Clinic  treatment, 
imposes  other  responsibilities.  Amongst  these  are  responsibility  for  a District 
Nursing  Service,  a Domestic  Help  Service,  an  Ambulance  Service  and  for  After-Care. 

Of  these,  your  District  Nursing  Service  and  Ambulance  Service  are  now  fully 
operative,  while  the  organisation  and  nucleus  of  the  Domestic  Help  Service  is  in 
being.  An  After-Care  Service  exists  with  particular  reference  to  Tuberculosis,  but 
still  needs  much  further  development. 

As  might  be  expected  in  a change  of  such  magnitude,  there  remain  many  doubts 
and  ambiguities  which  can  be  cleared  up  only  in  the  course  of  time  and  which  call 
for  caution  in  the  implementation  of  certain  of  the  new  duties  placed  upon  the 
Council. 
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The  National  Health  Service  Act  was  only  one  of  a series  of  recent  Acts  affecting 
the  powers  and  duties  of  Local  Authorities.  Probably  next  in  importance  in  this 
respect  is  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  which  came  into  operation  on  5th 
July,  1948. 

Section  21  of  Part  III  of  this  Act  places  upon  Local  Authorities  responsibility 
for  the  provision  of  : — 

(a)  residential  accommodation  for  persons  who,  by  reason  of  age,  in- 
firmity or  other  circumstances,  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention, 
which  are  not  otherwise  available  to  them;  and 

(b)  temporary  accommodation  for  persons  who  are  in  urgent  need  there- 
of, the  need  arising  in  circumstances  which  could  not  reasonably 
have  been  foreseen,  or  in  other  circumstances  as  the  Authority  may 
in  any  particular  case  determine. 

Under  Section  17  of  the  Act,  the  Local  Authority  may  also  be  made  responsible 
for  providing  and  maintaining,  on  behalf  of  the  National  Assistance  Board,  Reception 
Centres  whereby  persons  without  a settled  way  of  life  may  be  influenced  to  lead  a 
more  settled  life. 

It  must  be  apparent  that  in  a town  which  has  suffered  war  damage  to  the  extent 
that  Swansea  has  done,  and  where  also  there  was  a pre-war  lack  of  large  well-built 
residences,  the  implementation  of  these  Sections  may  present  considerable  difficulty. 

A start,  however,  has  been  made  to  implement  Section  2 1 by  using  a portion  of 
Mount  Pleasant  Hospital  (Tawe  Lodge),  this  portion  having  been  allocated  to  the 
Local  Authority  for  this  purpose,  and  by  means  of  two  large  private  residences 
which  are  in  the  process  of  being  acquired  by  the  Council. 

The  National  Assistance  Board  has,  so  far,  not  placed  any  responsibility  upon 
the  Authority  with  regard  to  Section  17. 

Section  29  makes  provision  for  Welfare  Services. 

It  states,  “ A Local  Authority  shall  have  power  to  make  arrangements  for  pro- 
moting the  welfare  of  persons  to  whom  this  section  applies,  that  is  to  say,  persons 
who  are  blind,  deaf  or  dumb,  and  other  persons  who  are  substantially  and  per- 
manently handicapped  by  illness  or  congenital  deformity,  or  such  other  disabilities 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Minister.” 

Section  30  enables  a Local  Authority  to  incorporate,  in  any  Scheme  made  under 
the  foregoing  Section,  arrangements  to  employ,  as  its  agent  for  the  purposes  of  that 
Section,  any  voluntary  organisation  for  the  time  being  registered  in  accordance 
with  the  Act. 

Part  I of  the  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  Welfare  Services  under  Sections  29 
and  30  has  been  prepared  and  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Minister.  It  deals 
with  arrangements  for  promoting  the  welfare  of  Blind  Persons.  Part  II,  which  deals 
with  the  arrangements  for  promoting  the  Welfare  of  Handicapped  Classes,  other 
than  the  Blind  or  Partially  Sighted,  is  still  under  preparation,  this  being  contingent 
upon  surveys  to  ascertain  the  needs  of  the  area. 

The  fact  that  this  is  my  last  Annual  Report  may  justify  concluding  on  a more 
personal  note.  It  has  caused  me  to  reflect  that  I have  seen  the  beginning  and  end  of 
an  epoch  in  medicine  and  in  the  Public  Health  Service. 

When  I entered  the  Public  Health  Service,  clinical  medicine  was  being  enlisted 
and  organised  by  the  Local  Authorities  and  their  medical  advisers,  to  fight  alongside 
environmental  hygiene  in  the  cause  of  Public  Health.  It  was  the  first  serious 
attempt  to  organise  medicine  as  a whole,  the  clinical  attack  on  disease  having  hither- 
to been  carried  on  as  it  were  by  privateers  acting  under  letters  of  marque. 
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The  partnership  was  productive  of  splendid  results.  Amongst  its  triumphs  are 
the  elimination  of  blindness  in  childhood  and  in  young  adult  life  with  the  exception 
of  an  at  present  irreducible  minimum  due  to  accidents,  congenital  defects  and 
tumours ; the  elimination  of  obvious  orthopaedic  defects ; no  longer  do  we  see  cripples 
in  the  streets ; the  elimination  of  diphtheria ; the  virtual  abolition  in  progressive  areas 
of  ringworm  of  the  scalp  except  for  imported  cases.  In  Swansea  we  also  abolished 
favus,  which  had  smouldered  in  the  town  for  over  30  years  as  was  discovered  from 
adults  applying  for  treatment  when  the  children  had  been  cured.  It  began  what 
promised  to  be  a successful  attack  on  rheumatic  heart  disease  and  upon  dentai 
caries  while  the  elimination  of  whooping  cough  was  in  view.  It  revolutionised  the 
practice  of  obstetrics  while  it  was  beginning  to  give  attention  to  that  multitude  of 
unhappy  women  who,  to  our  disgrace,  suffer  untold  misery  from  easily  curable 
conditions  due  to  the  almost  total  absence  of  efficient  gynaecology.  It  effected  a 
cleansing  of  the  population  and  a reduction  of  dirt  diseases  which,  though  still  leaving 
much  to  be  desired,  would  astonish  those  of  the  present  generation  if  they  realised 
the  conditions  that  once  pertained  and  which  were  observed  by  clinical  medicine 
with  complacency. 

It  also  proved  to  be  a leaven  permeating  and  upheaving  clinical  medicine  as 
shown  by  such  outward  and  visible  signs  as  the  coining  of  the  fashionable  term 
“Social  Medicine”  and  the  establishment  of  chairs,  degrees  and  diplomas  in  Child 
Health.  It  probably  was  one  of  the  factors  that  led  to  the  foundation 
of  the  Royal  College  of  Obstetricians  and  Gynaecologists  which  has  already  done  so 
much  to  advance  obstetrics  and  gynaecology. 

The  new  National  Health  Service  Act  brings  the  period  and  the  partnership  to 
a close  as  it  is  designed  to  sever  the  connection  of  clinical  medicine  with  public 
health. 

I feel  that  the  end  of  such  an  epoch  is  an  appropriate  time  for  retirement  and 
I wish  the  County  Borough  Council,  which,  together  with  other  progressive  Local 
Authorities,  has  done  such  memorable  work  in  the  cause  of  health,  a cordial  farewell.

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VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  mid-year  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  was  158,000 
compared  with  152,290  for  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  5,710  or  3.8  per  cent. 
The  natural  increase  in  the  population  was  1,115  which  is  well  above  the  average 
for  the  last  ten  years,  and  compares  with  1,384  for  1947,  a year  which  showed  the 
highest  figure  since  1925. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  was  2,868  compared  with  3,350  for  1947 
when  the  figure  was  exceptionally  high.  The  rate  was  18.1  per  1,000  population  as 
compared  with  22.0  for  1947.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1948  was  17.9. 

Stillbirths  registered  for  1948  numbered  69  giving  a rate  of  0.44  per  1,000 
population  or  23.5  per  1,000  all  births,  the  lowest  yet  recorded  in  Swansea.  Com- 
parative rates  for  1947  were  0.65  and  29.0.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1948  was  0.42  per  1,000  population. 

Deaths  from  all  causes  numbered  1,753  giving  a rate  of  11.1  per  1,000  popula- 
tion compared  with  10.8  for  England  and  Wales  and  11.6  for  the  126  great  towns. 
The  rate  for  1948  was  the  lowest  since  1926  (11.07)  and  the  number  1,753  the  lowest 
since  1917  (1,562)  the  year  before  the  extension  of  the  Borough. 

Maternal  Deaths  numbered  2,  one  being  due  to  sepsis.  The  Maternal  Death 
rate  was  0.68  per  1,000  all  birthst  the  lowest  yet  recorded  for  the  Borough.  The  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  1.02  per  1,000  all  births. 

Infant  deaths  totalled  113  giving  a rate  of  39.4  per  1,000  live  births  as  com- 
parative with  34  for  England  and  Wales  and  39  for  the  126  great  towns.  The  1947 
figures  were  148  and  44  respectively.  The  figures  for  1948  were  the  second  lowest 
recorded  for  the  Borough,  and  the  rate  compares  with  an  average  rate  of  49  for  the 
last  10  years.  Of  the  deaths,  52  or  46  per  cent,  were  under  one  month  compared 
with  74  and  50  per  cent,  for  the  previous  year. 

Scarlet  Fever  notfications  numbered  688,  and  352  cases  were  removed  to 
hospital.  There  were  no  deaths.  The  last  death  from  Scarlet  Fever  was  in  1940. 
The  notifications  were  the  highest  since  1937  when  there  were  793.  The  average 
number  of  notifications  for  the  past  ten  years  was  272. 

Whooping  Cough  notifications  were  530.  There  were  8 deaths  — 5 under  1 
year  of  age  and  3 between  1 and  5 years  of  age. 

Diphtheria  notifications  dropped  to  a new  low  figure  2 and  it  seems  that  we 
can  here  write  off  another  disease  as  conquered.  Whether  the  conquest  will  be 
maintained  or  lost  must  depend  on  the  wisdom  or  folly  of  the  future  as  is  the  case 
in  all  conquests  over  living  things  short  of  world  wide  extermination.  The  diph- 
theria notification  figure  for  1947  was  10  and  the  average  of  the  last  10  years  310.6. 
That  notifications  dropped  from  1,249  in  1940  to  2 th,is  year  is  testimony  to  tha 
value  of  diphtheria  immunisation.  Unfortunately  in  the  year  under  review  we  had 
our  first  death  from  diphtheria  since  1945 — a child  of  five  years  of  age.  This  child 
had  not  been  immunised.  The  case  points  the  moral  to  the  remarks  made  in  my 
preface  to  the  1947  Annual  Report.  There  has  been  no  notification  for  diphtheria 
in  a child  under  5 years  of  age  since  1946.

Dental  Treatment 

Mr.  H.  N.  Tiplady,  the  Senior  Dental  Officer,  reports  as  follows  on  the  dental 
treatment  provided  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  of  young  children  during 
the  year : — 

“To  carry  out  the  duties  laid  on  Local  Authorities  by  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946  (in  addition  to  the  Education  Act,  1944),  the  Swansea  Dental 
Service  would  need,  at  least,  eight  dental  officers,  especially  as  emphasis  is  laid,  as 
it  should  be,  on  conservative  treatment.  As,  however,  prior  to  July  5th  we  had 
approximately  the  equivalent  of  2§  dental  officers  and,  after  July  5th,  roughly  2^ 
dental  officers,  it  will  be  appreciated  that  little  more  than  a skeleton  service  has  been 
provided  during  the  year. 

It  has  only  been  possible  to  give  mothers  and  young  children,  as  priority  cases, 
the  opportunity  of  having  immediate  treatment  in  cases  of  emergency,  although 
a certain  amount  of  conservative  treatment  was  given  and  some  dentures  provided; 
but  as  the  number  of  dental  officers  was  quite  inadequate,  so  was  the  implementation 
of  the  requirements  of  Section  22  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  Apart,  also, 
from  the  two  dental  officers  (full  time)  on  the  staff,  the  remaining  time  was  made 
up  by  two  part  time  dentists,  one  temporary  officer  (one  month)  and  one  permanent 
officer  (one  month)  and  organisation  is  not  so  effective. 

Our  arrangements  for  the  provision  of  dentures,  which  had  been  quite  satis- 
factory until  July  5th,  became  increasingly  difficult  after  that  date. 

Treatment  was  carried  out  at  the  Eaton  House,  Mansel  Street,  Mumbles,  Town- 
hill  and  Morriston  Clinics,  and  the  equivalent  of  153  sessions  was  devoted  to  this 
treatment. 
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The  dental  condition  of  the  mothers  referred  to  us  was  very  much  better  than 
that  of  former  years,  due,  in  many  cases,  to  the  treatment  received  in  the  Forces. 
There  was  little,  if  any,  improvement  noticed  in  that  of  the  young  children,  many 
of  whom  had  extensive  dental  decay.”

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

For  that  part  of  the  year  up  to  July  4th,  the  arrangements  under  which  the 
service  functioned  were  similar  to  those  outlined  in  previous  reports. 

From  the  5th  July  the  service  functioned  in  accordance  with  the  approved 
scheme  submitted  under  Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

The  Local  Authority  was  fortunate  in  that  it  had  the  experience  of  past  years 
to  assist  it  in  administering  this  new  obligation  imposed  upon  all  Local  Health 
Authorities  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  Consequently,  it  was  not 
faced  with  a new  problem  but  rather  with  the  problem  of  meeting  the  anticipated

poor  mechanical  condition  of  the  Ambulance  Fleet  and  the  inability  of  the  Local 
Authority  to  secure  new  ambulances  due  to  their  scarcity.  However,  the  difficulties 
were  overcome  by  — 

(a)  the  acquisition  of  2 old  ambulances  from  the  Morriston  Ambulance 
Association  and  the  transfer  of  2 ambulances  from  Hill  House  Hospital 
and  1 from  the  Swansea  General  and  Eye  Hospital;  and 

(b)  resorting  to  the  use  of  supplementary  services  for 

(1)  long  distance  journeys; 

(2)  local  sitting  cases. 

In  my  report  for  last  year  I made  the  following  comment  : — 

“ However,  there  are  indications  that  the  populace  is  becoming  more  ambulance 
minded  and  on  this  assumption  it  would  appear  that  when  a free  Ambulance  Service 
is  introduced  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  there 
will  be  a further  considerable  increase  in  the  mileage.” 

Reference  to  the  tables  which  follow  will  confirm  this  statement.  It  will  be 
noted  that  for  the  period  the  5th  July  to  the  31st  December,  the  total  mileage  run 
at  86,488  is  nearly  twice  that  run  for  the  period  the  1st  January  to  the  4th  July  — 
43,661  — and  is  9,027  miles  more  than  that  for  the  whole  of  the  year  1947  — 77,441. 
Comparative  weekly  figures  are  3,363.4  as  against  1,643.0.  These  figures  refer  only 
to  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Authority’s  ambulances.  Supplementary  services 
were  responsible  for  13,939  miles  during  the  period  5th  July  to  the  31st  December, 
1948.  Therefore,  if  the  Local  Authority  had  the  necessary  ambulances  available 
for  the  period  in  question,  the  weekly  average  mileage  would  be  3,905.5  miles. 

The  first  of  four  new  ambulances  was  delivered  on  the  24th  December  and  at 
the  time  of  writing  this  report,  all  have  been  delivered  and  the  use  of  supplementary 
services  is  now  practically  negligible.

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MENTAL  HEALTH 

Administration 

Matters  relating  to  Mental  Health  are  considered  by  the  Health  Committee 
of  the  Local  Health  Authority.  Any  question  of  a controversial  or  important  nature 
is  referred  to  the  Standing  Health  Sub-Committee  for  consideration  and  report. 

The  general  control  of  the  mental  health  service  is  under  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  who  has  the  assistance  of  three  part-time  Medical  Officers  who  have  been 
approved  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  medical  examinations.  The  rest  of  the  staff  comprises  a Senior  Super- 
vising and  Authorised  Officer  (female),  two  Assistant  Supervising  and  Authorised 
Officers  (male)  — who  are  two  ex-Relieving  Officers  — and  a Senior  Clerk.  The 
Industrial  Centre  for  male  defectives  is  staffed  by  a Superintendent  and  Assistant 
Superintendent  and  the  Occupation  Centre  for  females  is  staffed  by  a Superinten- 
dent, two  Assistants  and  a Cook-guide. 

The  Mental  Health  Service  undertakes,  on  behalf  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  the  supervision  of  patients  on  licence  from  Mental  Deficiency  Institutions, 
who  live  within  the  area  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Work  undertaken  in  the  Community 

Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  requires  the  Local  Health 
Authority  to  make  provision  for  the  prevention  of  mental  illness  and  the  care  and 
after-care  of  such  persons.  During  the  year,  cases  were  referred  to  the  Local  Health 
Authority  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Periodic  visits  were  made  to  these  cases 
by  the  Mental  Health  Supervising  Staff  in  order  to  ascertain  their  needs  and  to 
tender  advice.  Information  was  also  given  where  to  obtain  assistance  in  an  emer- 
gency. 

In  the  period  from  the  5th  July  to  the  31st  December,  1948,  the  authorised 
officers  were  requested  to  deal  with  72  persons  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treat- 
ment Acts.  These  cases  were  dealt  with  as  shown  below  : —

Observations 

Sample  C W / 38,  from  the  Lower  Lliw  Reservoir,  contained  more  organic  matter, 
as  measured  by  the  oxygen  absorbed  and  the  albuminoid  ammonia,  than  previous 
samples  taken  directly  from  this  reservoir,  viz: — C/42,  15/6/44  and  C/74, 
10/12/46.  It  also  contained  slightly  more  chlorides  and  nitrates  than  usual,  but  the 
increases  are  small  and  the  results  of  chemical  analysis  do  not  furnish  any  very 
definite  indication  of  pollution  with  matter  of  animal  origin.  The  sample  was 
markedly  acid  in  reaction  but  had  only  a slight  solvent  action  on  new  lead. 

Sample  CW/40  was  of  moderate  organic  purity  and  normal  in  character.  The 
results  of  chemical  analysis  furnish  no  indication  of  the  faecal  pollution  revealed  by 
bacteriologicil  examination.  The  sample  was  neutral  in  reaction  and  had  no  solvent 
action  on  new  lead,

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  arrangements  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse 
during  the  year  under  review  are  largely  similar  to  those  in  the  preceding  years. 
The  quantity  of  refuse  dealt  with  during  the  year  was  64,465  tons  and  disposed  of 
as  follows  : —

The  controlled  tips  are  at  Clyne  Valley,  a site  at  Port  Tennant  Bog,  Morriston 
Marsh  and  Cwm  Bach  Farm,  Fforestfach. 

Pail  Closets. 

There  are  2,177  houses  within  the  Borough  with  pail  closets.  Until  November 
the  method  of  collection  and  disposal  was  similar  to  preceding  years,  the  work 
being  carried  out  at  night  by  horse  drawn  vehicles  and  the  contents  spread  over 
farm  land.  In  December  a mechanical  vehicle,  specially  designed  for  this  class  of 
work,  replaced  the  horse  haulage  method,  a weekly  collection  being  maintained 
and  the  contents  discharged  direct  into  the  sewers. 

Cesspools. 

During  the  year,  163  cesspools  were  emptied.  The  frequency  of  emptying 
varied  from  once  to  forty-nine  times  in  the  year,  representing  1,024  single  operations. 
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Road  Gullies. 

Foul  or  stagnant  water  and  accumulations  of  grit  and  debris  are  removed  from 
street  gullies  at  frequencies  of  four  to  five  weeks.  After  emptying  and  cleansing,  the 
gullies  are  resealed  with  clean  water,  the  operation  being  carried  out  by  a mechanical 
vehicle  properly  equipped  for  the  work.  The  number  of  road  gully  cleansing  opera- 
tions carried  out  during  the  year  was  85,167. 


TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING  AND  RECONSTRUCTION 

Development  Planning 

The  year  under  review  was  marked  by  the  coming  into  force  on  the  1st  July, 
1948,  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947.  A measure  containing  such 
important  changes  and  far-reaching  proposals  has  resulted  in  a large  amount  of 
administrative  work  and  this  activity  has  had  the  effect  of  retarding  to  some  extent 
the  preparation  of  planning  proposals.  Nevertheless,  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
preparations  of  the  Development  Plan  which  the  Act  requires  shall  be  completed 
before  the  1st  July,  1951. 

Attention  has  also  been  given  to  the  preparation  of  Schemes  for  a new  “neigh- 
bourhood” development  at  Clase,  and  extensions  of  housing  schemes  at  West  Cross 
and  Waunarlwydd.  It  is  intended  to  put  these  schemes  in  hand  when  the  site 
development  works  now  proceeding  on  the  Penlan  and  Gendros  Housing  Sites  are 
further  advanced. 


Redevelopment  of  Central  Town  Area. 

In  October  of  the  year  under  review,  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Transport 
was  received  for  the  first  stage  roadworks  in  connection  with  the  redevelopment  of 
the  war-damaged  central  area  of  the  town. 

Included  in  this  first  stage  of  redevelopment  is  the  construction  of  a dual 
carriageway  road  from  Dillwyn  Street  to  Castle  Street  with  a traffic  roundabout  at 
the  Orchard  Street  Junction. 

These  roadworks  were  commenced  in  November,  1948.  Land  within  the  Com- 
pulsory Purchase  Area  required  for  road  widening  was  made  the  subject  of  a Vesting 
Declaration. 

The  erection  of  twenty  temporary  shops  for  the  rehabilitation  of  “blitzed” 
trade  rs,  commenced  in  1947,  was  completed  in  the  early  part  of  1948,  and  these 
shop'  are  now  occupied. 


Ind&iitrial  Development. 

The  development  of  the  Trading  Estate  at  Fforestfach  has  continued  during 
the  past  year  with  construction  of  “Builders”  roads  to  all  undeveloped  parts  of  the 
Estate  and  the  completion  and  surfacing  of  roads  along  which  factories  have  been 
built. 

The  factory  construction  has  also  continued  and  during  the  year  another  7 
factories  have  been  completed,  and  occupied,  making  12  in  all  with  a further  2 
factories  nearing  completion. 

The  total  number  of  employees  working  on  the  Estate  is  2,500  and  this  number 
will  be  greatly  increased  when  production  in  the  newly  occupied  factories  gets  under 
way. 
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'Bus  services  have  been  arranged  to  the  nearby  Corporation  Housing  Estates  at 
Gendros  and  Penlan,  where  most  of  the  employees  live,  as  well  as  into  the  town 
area,  and  these  services  will  be  in  full  operation  in  the  near  future. 

The  Welfare  Organisation,  Sports  Club  and  other  Recreational  facilities  for 
the  employees  have  been  set  up  in  the  factories  which  have  established  themselves 
and  the  Estate  Company  are  considering  purchasing  and  laying  out  a playing  field 
for  the  use  of  the  Estate  employees. 

No  new  factories  have  been  commenced  during  the  Year. 


HOUSING 


Housing  Programme. 

In  spite  of  some  delays  caused  by  wet  weather  and  shortages  in  the  supplies  of 
certain  materials  and  classes  of  labour,  good  progress  was  maintained  during  the 
year  1948  in  the  prosecution  of  the  works  in  the  Corporation’s  Housing  Programme. 

In  the  housing  programme  as  adopted  by  the  Corporation  in  the  year  1943,  it 
was  estimated  that  approximately  6,000  houses  would  be  required  to  meet  the  post- 
war needs  of  the  Borough.  The  experience  gained  in  the  development  of  this  pro- 
gramme indicates  that  the  probable  total  number  of  houses  which  will  be  provided 
on  the  various  sites  will  be  6,357,  allocated  under  various  types  as  shewn  below  : —

Of  the  above  estimated  total  of  6,357  houses  in  the  programme,  building 
schemes  for  3,056  houses  had  been  approved  to  the  end  of  the  year  1948,  within 
which  period  2,262  houses  have  been  completed,  whilst  the  balance  of  houses  under 
these  approvals  were  in  various  stages  of  construction  or  not  commenced.  The  Table

Of  the  total  of  2,262  houses  completed,  1,741  of  them  represent  bungalows  and 
houses  of  the  non-traditional  types;  the  adoption  of  these  types  proved  of  great 
advantage  in  the  initial  stages  of  the  development  of  the  programme  whereby 
accelerated  methods  of  construction  enabled  urgently  needed  homes  to  be  provided 
in  the  minimum  time.  Further  schemes  are  in  hand  and  activities  thereunder  will 
be  vigorously  pursued  towards  completion  of  the  current  programme. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Housing  Manager  for  the  following  report  on  rehousing. 

During  the  year,  the  House  Letting  Committee  has  again  concentrated  on 
relieving  overcrowded  conditions.  The  total  number  of  families  housed  during  the 
year  in  new  houses  or  in  vacancies  on  present  estates  was  1,152.  As,  however,  the 
majority  of  applicants  selected  were  sub-tenants,  we  have  in  most  cases  eased  the 
position  for  the  tenant  of  the  house  as  well  as  provided  accommodation  for  the 
applicant  himself.  A large  number  of  transfers  of  tenancy  and  mutual  exchanges 
have  also  been  arranged  so  as  to  provide  sufficient  accommodation  for  families  who 
were  becoming  overcrowded  and  to  make  better  use  of  under-occupied  houses. 

The  number  of  priority  allocations,  included  in  the  total  of  1,152,  are,  38  to 
families  with  a tubercular  patient,  71  to  underground  miners  (an  especial  allocation 
of  bungalows  was  agreed  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  enable  priority  to  be  given  to 
miners)  and  45  to  transferred  key  workers  employed  by  firms  setting  up  new  in- 
dustries in  the  Borough. 

There  is  a constant  stream  of  new  applications  which  totalled  1588  during  the 
year.  We  do  not  keep  a running  record  of  the  number  of  applications  withdrawn. 
I do  not  think  it  would  be  of  particular  value  as  so  many  are  withdrawn  temporarily 
on  change  of  address  but  are  renewed  again  shortly  afterwards.  The  number  of 
live  applications  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  5,485,  but  this  does  not 
really  indicate  the  full  demand.  Probably  not  more  than  10  per  cent,  of  the  occupants 
of  Slum  Clearance  properties  have  made  a definite  application  as  they  assume  that 
provision  will  be  made  for  them  in  due  course  : there  are  also  a number  of  other 
families  who  have  just  adequate  accommodation  for  the  time  being  and  who  do 
not  apply  knowing  that  there  are  so  many  others  in  much  greater  need.  I estimate 
the  effective  number  at  about  7.000. 

Early  in  the  year  it  was  agreed  in  principle  by  the  Council  that  the  manage- 
ment of  all  weekly  properties  under  the  control  of  the  Corporation  was  to  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  Housing  Department  from  April,  1949.

Arrangements  for  Cleansing. — Verminous  cases  where  the  infestation  is  of  more 
than  slight  degree  are  referred  to  one  of  the  Cleansing  Stations.  The  method  of 
cleansing  louse  infested  hair  at  the  Centres  is  by  means  of  Ascabiol  with  subsequent 
combing  followed  by  washing  and  combing  at  home.  In  uncomplicated  cases,  one 
application  of  Ascabiol  is  usually  sufficient.  Cases  of  lesser  degree  of  infestation 
are  given  lethane  oil  at  the  Clinics  for  use  at  home  and  advised  as  to  methods. 

Absentees  are  followed  up  by  the  Health  Visitors.  All  heavily  infested  children 
are  excluded  from  school  until  they  are  clean. 

Orthopedics. 

The  usual  weekly  clinics  were  held.  The  Consulting  Surgeon  held  an 
Inspection  Clinic  every  three  months. 

One  thousand  and  eight  children  attended  for  treatment  during  the  year.  Of 
these,  342  attended  for  the  first  time.

MILK  AND  MEALS  STATISTICS. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Director  of  Education  for  the  following  report  on  milk 
and  meals. 

1.  Milk. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  as  from  1st  September,  1946,  the  Ministry  of  Education 
indicated  that  pupils  in  maintained  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  should  receive 
free  milk  daily.  In  view  of  the  supply  position,  however  it  was  decided  to  maintain 
the  daily  quantity  available  for  each  pupil  at  £ pint;  this  quantity  was  increased 
as  from  August,  1947,  to  -§  pint  daily  in  the  case  of  pupils  in  attendance  at  Nursery 
Schools. 

It  is  known  that  approximately  3,486,000  J pint  bottles  of  milk  were  supplied 
free  to  pupils  in  the  Authority’s  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  estimated  to  number 
21,776  during  the  year  1948. 

In  a return  furnished  to  the  Ministry  of  Education  for  a day  in  October,  1948, 
it  was  stated  that  of  the  19,973  pupils  in  attendance  at  the  Authority’s  Primary  and 
Secondary  Schools  17,434  or  87.3  per  cent,  were  in  receipt  of  free  milk,  i.e.,  j pint 
bottle  daily. 

2.  Meals. 

The  School  Meals  Service  now  extends  to  all  the  Authority’s  Schools  except 
Pentrechwyth  Infants  and  Blackpill  Mixed  Schools.

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Director  of  Education  for  the  following  report  by  Mr.  F. 
Hewson,  the  organiser  of  Physical  Education  for  Boys’  Departments. 


General. 

Schools  are  settling  down  after  a long  period  of  reorganisation  and  frequent 
changes  of  staff.  There  are  now  many  young  men  teachers  in  Swansea  whose 
influence  is  being  felt  throughout  the  profession.  These  young  teachers  are  keenly 
interested  in  their  work,  and  are  taking  their  rightful  place  and  assuming 
responsibility  in  Physical  Education,  both  in  school  time  and,  what  can  be  claimed 
as  equally  important,  in  out-of-school  activities. 

In  this  settling  down  process  the  children  are  reacting  well  and  one  cannot 
fail  to  be  conscious  of  the  atmosphere  of  greater  stability  in  classroom,  schoolyard 
and  on  the  playing  fields.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  senior  children  of  our 
schools  were  in  infant  departments  when  the  war  and  its  consequent  disruption  of 
an  organised  and  settled  school  life  began. 


Physical  Training  Lesson. 

(a)  Senior  Schools. 

The  minimum  requirements  of  these  schools  are  indoor  and  outdoor  accom- 
modation and  a supply  of  portable  gymnastic  and  light  equipment.  Of  eleven 
departments  catering  for  senior  boys,  nine  have  this  minimum  although  in  two  cases 
of  mixed  schools,  facilities  must  be  shared  by  both  boys  and  girls. 

Teachers  are  enthusiastic  and  are  prepared  to  improvise  to  overcome  accom- 
modation difficulties.  More  apparatus,  however,  can  and  should  be  obtained — the 
poorer  the  facilities,  the  greater  the  need  for  compensatory  equipment 
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( b ) Primary  Schools. 

The  1933  Syllabus  is  the  basis  of  the  work  and  continues  to  prove  adequate  so 
long  as  children  have  suitable  footwear,  and  there  is  a good  supply  of  small  games 
materials.  As  with  Senior  Schools  the  supply  of  equipment  is  not  sufficient.  The 
Syllabus  requires  much  mobility  and  great  variety  of  activities,  to  ensure  its 
successful  application. 


Organised  Games. 

Association  Football  and  Cricket  are  the  principal  games  in  their  season. 
Rugby  Football  is  played  in  the  Secondary  Schools  and  a few  of  the  other  depart- 
ments, but  no  further  development  of  this  National  Game  seems  possible  until  better 
playing  fields  are  available  for  training. 

Boys  of  Senior  School  age,  have  a weekly  period  for  games  on  playing  fields. 
The  older  boys  in  primary  departments  are  also  catered  for  on  these  lines,  while 
the  younger  children  have  games  of  a simpler  character  in  school  playgrounds. 


Pi.aying  Fields. 

The  problem  is  still  extremely  unsatisfactory.  Although  most  schools  have 
access  to  playing  pitches  chiefly  in  parks  by  permission  of  the  Parks  Superintendent, 
in  no  case  do  children  enjoy  the  combination  of  properly  marked  grass  pitches, 
adequate  equipment  and  suitable  dressing  accommodation.  , 


School  Halls. 

In  the  last  report,  attention  was  drawn  to  the  use  of  School  Halls  as  Dining 
Centres  and  the  consequent  interference  with  the  Physical  Education  time-table. 
Much  progress  has  been  made  with  the  construction  of  Dining  Room  Units,  and  in 
the  near  future  it  is  clear  that  School  Halls  will  be  wholly  available  for  normal  use. 

School  Sports. 

Encouragement  has  been  given  to  schools  to  organise  and  hold  their  own  Sports. 
Many  departments  have  taken  advantage  of  this  with  success.  The  percentage  of 
boys  taking  part,  either  in  preliminary  events  or  in  the  day  itself,  is  very  high, 
almost  100  per  cent,  in  some  cases  and  this  fully  justifies  the  effort. 


Playgrounds. 

The  Architect’s  Department  attends  to  the  painting  of  lines,  circles,  etc.,  on 
playground  surfaces  to  facilitate  the  work  in  the  Physical  Training  and  Games 
lessons. 


Clothing  and  Footwear  for  Physical  Education. 

£500  was  allocated  for  this  purpose.  It  was  decided  that,  as  the  need  was  so 
great,  the  whole  of  this  sum  should  be  used  for  the  provision  of  footwear.  3,300 
pairs  of  gym  shoes  were  purchased  and  distributed.'  This  allocation  has  done  much 
to  relieve  the  situation.  It  is  necessary,  however,  for  this  supply  to  be  maintained 
to  enable  all  children  to  be  properly  shod  for  Physical  Training  Activities.  Further 
provision  should  be  made  for  supplies  of  shorts  for  senior  boys. 


Physical  Education  Equipment. 

£250  was  allocated  for  this  purpose  and  has  proved  quite  inadequate. 

Footballs  are  the  most  necesary  item  and,  at  40-50/-  each,  the  £250  a year 
can  be  spent  on  their  purchase  without  meeting  the  normal  demand  of  the  Physical 
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Education  lesson  (4  footballs  should  always  be  available)  and  the  Organised  Games 
lesson  (for  ball  practices  it  is  necessary  to  have  4-6  balls  per  class).  In  addition  to 
footballs,  small  equipment  (ropes,  braids,  hoops,  small  balls,  etc.)  for  the  P.T.  lesson 
and  Cricket  and  Sports  gear  for  organised  games  are  needed. 

Children  should  not  be  asked  to  bring  own  footballs  and  cricket  sets  to  enable 
organised  games  to  be  played. 

Swimming. 

Instruction  was  given  at  the  Morriston  Open  Air  Baths  during  the  summer 
months.  Children  from  18  departments  were  transported  by  special  bus. 

In  spite  of  the  short  season  and  the  presence  of  the  public  (the  bath  is  not 
reserved  for  schools)  it  is  felt  that  results  are  good  and  the  time  well  spent. 

Camping. 

This  activity  should  be  included  in  the  framework  of  Physical  Education  for 
the  health  giving  qualities  and  social  training  of  communal  camp  life. 

Following  a week’s  course  of  camp  craft  for  Teachers  conducted  at  Overton 
in  Gower  in  1947,  a scheme  has  been  prepared  for  school  camps  for  children  of 
the  14-15  age  group,  but  which  the  Committee  is  not  yet  able  to  implement.  It 
seems  obvious  that,  with  the  wonderful  natural  facilities  available  in  the  area,  this 
opportunity  of  camp  training  should  ultimately  not  be  missed. 

Conclusion. 

Staffing  is  equal  to  the  demands. 

The  boys  in  Swansea  are  eager  to  take  full  advantage  of  a complete  scheme 
of  physical  activities  and  have  repeatedly  shown,  in  competition,  that  they  have 
the  ability  to  excel. 

Facilities  are  not  good  and  little  can  be  done  to  improve  them  at  the  moment. 

Equipment  can,  and  should  be,  obtained  in  much  greater  quantities. 

Youth  Service. 

The  Organiser  co-operates  and  advises  in  all  matters  regarding  Physical 
Recreation. 

Schools  Games  Organisations. 

The  Swansea  Schools  Football  Association  had  a successful  season  and  won 
the  Welsh  Schools  Shield  in  convincing  fashion.  This  organisation  is  very  strong 
and  does  great  work  in  stimulating  interest  in  Association  Football.  All  affiliated 
schools  are  provided  with  footballs  to  enable  their  teams  to  fulfil  their  programme 
of  fixtures. 

The  Swansea  Schools  Rugby  League  is  struggling  against  the  lack  of  grass 
pitches,  and  the  extra  need  for  jerseys  and  shorts  to  enable  the  game  to  be  taught 
properly.  In  spite  of  these  difficulties  the  town  team  reached  the  Final  of  the 
Dewar  Shield,  and  after  a drawn  game,  was  beaten  in  the  replay  by  a good  Cardiff 
side.  The  S.S.R.L.  also  supplies  footballs,  from  its  own  funds,  for  the  use  of  school 
teams. 

The  Swansea  Schools  Cricket  League  has  a strong  membership  which  could 
be  stronger  still  if  more  and  better  “ wickets  ” were  available.  The  standard  of 
cricket  is  improving,  and  the  town  team  reached  the  final  of  the  South  Wales  and 
Monmouthshire  competition.  At  St.  Helen’s  ground,  failing  light  caused  the  game 
with  Cardiff  to  be  drawn,  with  Swansea  in  a very  favourable  position.  The  replay 
at  Cardiff  was  washed  out  by  floods  so  the  honours  were  shared.
